In almost every phase of the hos- 
pital activity there was a decided 
increase, according to the annual 
report submitted by Dr. A. A. 
Aita, hospital superintendent. One 
exception to the increase, how- 
ever, stands out, that of accident 
cases. Only 188 cases were treat- 
ed during the fiscal year, a de- 
crease of 109 in 1941-42. 

Charles V. Barr was reelected 
president of the hospital board of 
trustees and others elected were 
Charles Latimer, vice president; | 
Earl Paul, treasurer; Dr. Aita, sec- 
retary and administrator, with 
Mrs. R. Fred Price chosen to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death 
of Mrs, Isaac Jones. 

Patients during 1943 numbered 
18,298 or an increase of nearly 3,- 
000 over those admitted in 1942. 
Laboratory examinations totaled 
$9,240 and X-rays during. the past 
year numbered 4,248, 

Babies born at the hospital 
showed an increse of 172,over the 
previoys year with charity and 
free work for the past 12 months 
amounting to $10,124.06—a figure 
which speaks for itself in the ser- 
vice given the community. 

Hquipment purchased during the 
past 12 years from 1931 to 1943 
amounted to $71,174.58. 

In 1942 361 major operations 
were performed compared to 458

COUNTY MONUMENTS 
GET OPPOSITION 


Bstablishment of new national 
monuments in San Bernardino, 
Riverside, San Jacinto and San 
Gorgonio counties will be vigor- 
ously opposed by the California 
State Chamber of Commerce, ac- 
cording to reports today. 

The monument proposal would 
have the effect of locking up valu- 
able watershed and recreational 
areas against future economic use, 
it was pointed out. 

At the present time 2,750,000 
in Southern Califorrila “have al-
